A SQUARE BACK-DOWN, | 

The strike begun by order of the Building 
‘Trades Council at the World’s Fair grounds 
yesterday was impudent and causeless. 

The pretext of the carpenters and of the 
Trades Council was that the officers of the 
Exposition had violated the agreement of two 
years ago by refusing to submit to arbitration 
a demand that only union men should be em- 
ployed on Fair work. But that demand was 
not one of the questions. which could be sub- 
mitted to arbitration, for two reasons. Firstly, 
it was waived two years ago and could not be 
insisted on now without a violation of the 
compact by the labor men. Secondly, if a 
thousand boards of arbitration were to say 
that the Council of Administration should not 
employ non-union labor that would not au- 
thorize it to violate the law. 

The Council of Administration represents 
the government of the United States. The 
latter recognizes no distinction between 
} whion and non-union men. They are equal 
There is no statute which 
says thata man must belong ty a union to 
have a status, or that he shall be denied work 
because he ig nota union man. Thus far it 
has been left free to every man to join or re- 
fuse to join a union as he saw fit, gaining no 
rights in one case, losing none in the other. 
No representative of the government can de- 
priveamanof work because he has nota 
union label. The policy which would force 
him to do so is un-American and law-defying.

The organization of the rubber trust, re- 
ported as in progress severa) weeks ago, 
seems to have been “ perfected,” if that term 
may be applied to such a nefarious combine.

diphtheria, and 804 from pneumonia, The 
health authorities account for the large num- 
ber of deaths from pueumonia by saying that 
at Easter time people dressed themselves in 
their spring finery, took cold, which developed 
into pneumonia, and died. But this explaca- 
tion dons not tell the whole truth. It appears 
that most of the deaths occurred in the 
crowded tenement house districts, the victims 
being people whose vitalty-was impaired by 
the unsanitary condition of these dwellings, 
and the bad water perhaps. The Croton sup- 
ply is polluted by a number of dwellings in 
the vicinity of Croton Lake which drain into 
it. Over 300 of these dwellings were con- 
‘demned during the last week, Others are yet 
to be condemned and torn down. New York 
may have in time a fairly pure water supply,
